NICAA = GUA CANAL. 


Opinion on Its Value tothe 
United States. 


Bostox, Mass., April 7.—A newspaper of 
this city, which has been an earnest advocate 
of the building of the Nicaragua Canal, re- 
cently sent out letters to the Governors of 
the various States and the more prominent 
members of Congress, asking their opinions 


as to the value of the canal to this country 
and whether or not the Government should 
cons truct and control the water way. Aus- 
wers have been received from thirty-one 
Covernors and forty members of Con«aress 
and are printed to-day. 

The Governors ot the Southern States, with- 
oat exception, eituer favor the Government 
building and owning the canal outright, or 
extending aid to whatever corporation 
bullds it. 

Gov. Waite of Colorado says: The United 
States Government in conjunction with the 
Central American Republics should build this 
canal at national expense. 

Gov. McGraw of ashington believes that 
the United States should construct, own and 
operate the canal. 

Gov. Hogg of Texas takes very pronounced 
grounds against the United States fostering 
such an enterprise whiie under private con- 
trol. He says: Inis Government should 
pronibit foreign or private interference with 
that canal and should construct, own and 
operate it herself. 

Gov. Lewelling of Kansas declares that ft 
would be desirable tuat the United states 
should own and operate the canal as the ex- 
clusive property of the United states.

This morning at 3 o’clock a very brutal af- 
fray took place in front of 1325 Chestnut 
street. At that hour two disreputable 
women, Rosy Lee and Goldy Evans, got into a 
fight, andthe latter used a Knife on Rosy, 
cutting an ugly gash across the 
latter’s forehead. A man known 
as Luke Hogan, and sald to be Rose Lee’s 
lover, interfered at this juncture and knocked 
Goldy Swain down with a punch in the face. 
While she was onthe ground, Hogan is said 
to have kicked her unmercifully inthe face. 
Officers Murphy and Kavanaugh came upon 
the scene and arrested the trio, 
The two women were taken to 


the City Dispensary, where it was found that 
the Evans woman’siniuries were such that 
it was necessary to send her tothe City Hos- 
pital. Charges of disturbing the peace were 
lodged against the three prisoners, and this 
morning their cases were continued in the 
Police Court until April 10, next. 


IS LE CARON DEAD? 


It Is Claimed He Has Been Deported toa 
Distant Colony. 


LONDON, April 7.—The Admiralty and Horse 
Guards Gazette says that a report is current 
that Maj. Le Caron, the British Government 
spy, who was so prominently connected with 
the prosecution of Charles Stewart Parnell 
and who was announced to have died recent- 
ly in this city, is not dead. The Gazette adds 
that rumor has it that Le Caron is nov en 
rat to one of the most distant colonies 

der a government officer's protection. 

It is added thatthis disappearance of the 
British spy is Que to the fact that the detect- 
ives who have been guarding Le Caron ever 
since he was brought so strongly into public 
notice discovered some time ago that a 
Fenian plot, having its ramifications in New 
York and other American cities, existed with 
the object of Killing bim. 

When informed of the danger to which he 
had been exposed Le Caron is said to have 
petititioned the British Government to en- 
abie him to leave England for some distant 
portion of the Queen’s dominions where he 
would be safer from the vengeance of the 
Fenians. 

Prominent Irishmen, who were seen on the 
subject of Maj. Le Caron's alleged disap- 
pearance, said that they would not be aston: 
ished if the report circulated by the Gazette 
was true, but they all claim to know abso- 
lutely nothing about the alleged Fenian con- 
spiracy to kill the British spy. 

A body supposed to be that of Maj. 
LeCaron was buried to-day Norwood 
Cemetery.

KLEIN, BIS so HARRY AND SETH A. 
ANDERSON CAPTURED IN THE BRAID. 


Elein’s Threat to Sergt. Woodlock—In- 
formed the Sergeant That He Oame to 
St. Louis a} Etay—Judge Ciaiborne 
and Mr. Estep Changs Their Attitude. 
Towards the Policy Men. 


Detectives Scully and Kelly last night made 
a raid on the dilapidated one-story brick 
building at 225 Florida street, and captured 
Peter Klein, the policy King of Kansas City, 
his son Harry, and a man named Seth A. 
Anderson. The prisoners were brought to 
the Third District Station charged with sus- 
picion of running a policy shop. For some 
time past these two officers have been trying 
to locate the place where Klein’s policy 
drawings were printed and iast night 
shadowed an individual connected with the 
policy interests of St. Louis to the Florida 
street house. They watted awhile and then 
ascending the short flight of steps leading to 
the house from the sidewalk, entered the 
establishment. On the wall outside the 
door hung the sign Printing shop. 
In one room the officers found 
a couple of printing presses and 
cases of type, and in another room Klein 
and his son and Anderson were found. The 
officers came to the conclusion that they 
had at last unearthed the plant, and took 
the trio into custody. 

WHO RENTS THE PLACE. 

The detectives who raided the place are 
now trying to ascertain who rented it. A 
man named P. L. Cook claims to be the man- 


ager of the concern and has cards printed 
which style the rm as the ‘*Hughes Printing 
Co.“ Cook claims that the concern 
backed by people in Kansas 
showed the officers the 
J. W. Bramhall, on one of the bDill-heads, 
and steted that Bramhall was the President 
of the Hughes Co., and paid the rent of the 
establishment, The officers are of the opin- 
ion, however, that Bramhall and Cook are 
simply agents of Klein, and that the latter 
puts up the money to run the establishment, 
The officers could find evidence, they claim, 
of no other printing having been done at the 
place save the printing which was necées- 
sary tothe policy business, such as tickets 
and drawing lists. 

Klein was very indignant over his arrest 
but his conduct was more suggestive o 
chagrin at the discovery of the print- 
ing shop than at the inconvenience 
that he suffered. He is making a bold bid to 
continue the alleged lottery games in this 
city, but it would seem that he were fighting 
in vain.

There Were a Score of Desertions 
at McKeesport. 


McKpksrorr, Pa., Aprit 7.—There were a 
score of desertions here from Coxey’s little 
band of hope and great expectations. The 
proposed tramp to Monongahela City, over 
eighteen miles of rough road, with a short 
stop at Elizabeth for lunch, was the. cause of 
itall The march Thursday from Home- 
stead to this city was over one of the worst 
pieces of road yet tramped and frequent 
rests were demanded by the members of the 
Commonweal. Footsore and weary they did 
not view the prospects at the start to-day 
with any degree of satisfaction. 

From the expression in camp it can be 
stated that were it not for the strict discl- 
pline of Unknown Smith, half the army 
would be abandoned fora time. The short 
rations and the seven days’ continuous 
marching ina week over all sorts of roads 
and in ail kinds of weather is having a 
marked depressing effect upon the members 
of thearmy. Their sleep on the bare ground 
for one night at Exposition Park in Alle- 
gheny, with the rain pouring into the rents 
in the great tent, is causing rheumatism and 
a feeling of discontent due to severe colds. 

The jollity has largely disappeared, and at 
night the men sit moodily about the camp 
fires, shiveringintheirrags. Their denun- 
ciations of the fare, the quarters and the 
alleged unpleasant domineering of several 
ofthe marshals has supplanted the songs, 
the anecdotes andthe pleasing fortitude of 
the first days out. 

With the lone march in prospect it was the 
expectation to break camp at 8 o’clock 
sharp to-day, but Commander Ooxey, Mar- 
shal Browne and the Unknown were late in 
reaching headquarters from their pleasant 
apartments at Hotel Diamond, and this with 
a heavy rain delayed the move, and it was 
not untilan hour later that the procession 
moved on.

THE STRIKE IS OVER. 


The Boss Horse-Shoers Accept the Terms 
ef the Men. 


The Conference Committees of the Master 
Horseshoers’ Association and the Horse- 
shoers’ Union met at 1:49 o’clock this after- 
noon. Aftera sitting of three-quarters of an 
hour, thefbosses accepted the terms originally 
offered by the strikers and the strike was de- 
clared off. The hours will be 7 a. m. 
to 12 m. and 1 to 6 D. We. 
except Saturday, when the shops will 
close at4 p.m. No overtime work will be 
allowed, except in case of sleet or ice, from 
Nov. 1 to April fl, The minimum 
wages allowed is the union scale 
of $2.50 per day for |fshoers on the 
floor, $8 for fremen and from $2.50 to $3 a day 
for men workinog both at the forge and on the 
floor. The strikers are thus completely 
victorious. The agreement will go into ef- 
fect immediately. Thecommittees had full 
power to act, subject to reversal by a two- 
thirds majority. The strike lasted Dut a 
week and was quite orderly. 


STRIKE PRAOTICALL} SETTLED YESTERDAY. 
The hborseshoers’ strike was practically 
settled Friday, when Ed Butler, Jr., Chair- 


man of the Bosses’ Conference Conimittee, 
called a wmweeting of the committee for to- 
day, and talked over the terms of settlement. 
The bosses acknowledged they were beaten, 
and all were anxious for the striketo end. 
They conceded ever important demand 
made by the union. The only question re- 
maining was when the new time schedule 
should take effect. The bosses asked that it 
should not become operative before May 1.

A Provision of the Charter Which the 
Promoters of ths Ordinance Over- 
looked—City Counselor Marshall Says 
the New Ordinance Has No Force—~ 
Some Queer Voting by Delegates. 


The promoters of the new milk and dairy 
inspection bill were very jubilant last night 
When Speaker Townsend announced in the 
House of Delegates that it had passed that 
body by a vote of 17 in the AMrmative to 9 in 
the negative, and nothing was too good for 
them at the love feast which followed after 
the House adjourned. They are sorry for it 
to-day and probably will be for many days to 


come. 

The new ordinance did not pass the Mouse 
last night, and even if the Mayor should sign 
it, which he cannot legally do, it would not 


de a law. 

In their eagerness to get the bill through 
the House Mr. E. F. Stone, its engineer, and 
the representatives of the united dairymen 
overlooked one very important and essential 
point. , 

That point was that it required a three- 
fourths vote of both houses of the Assembly 
to abolish the office of Milk Inspector, 
transfer its duties to the City Chemist's 
office and repeal the provisions of the old 
ordinances on the subject which are now in 
effect. Sec. 32, fart. 3, of the City gCharter, 
enn: 

THE OVERLOOKED LAW. 

The Assembly shall have the power, by a vote of 
three-fourths of the members of each House, to 
trass fler and distribute the pow and duties in 
part or in whole of any office previded for in this 
charter to anether or others, ad lu such ease the 
pe rformance ofthe pow duties added to those 

f any effice shall not entit s Officer to additional 
compensation. Andincasethe entire powers and 
duties of an office be so transferred and distributed 
the eompensation of the holder of sueh office shail 
cease, and he shall no longer be the officer thereof. 

Ihe new milk and dairy ordinance at- 
tempted to transfer the duties of the Milk 
Ihspector to the City Chemist, and even 
went further, by embodying a clause which 
in express terms abolished the office of Milk 
Inspector. 

Under the above section of the charter it 
required a three-fourths vote of the City 
Council and also of the House of Delegates to 
effect this. 

Last night the bill did not obtain a two- 
thirds vote, only seventeen members being 
in fayor of its passage. 


MARSHALL SAYS IT IS WORTHLESS. 

City Counselor Marshall when seen this 
morning and asked what the status of the 
new bill was, referredtothe above-quoted

PECULIAR VOTING. 

The manner in which the bill was handled 
in the House and the vote by which it was 
passed, caused some peculiar comments to 
be made. Inthe first place the Sanitary 


Committee of the House to whom the 
Dill was reierred is composed of Messrs. 
Hagerty, Chairman, Alt, Cassy, Grimley 
and Kegenhardt. Mr. Hagerty and Mr. 
Regenhardt had both declareu themselves 
as being opposed to the measure and so Mr. 
Casey submitted the majority report last 
night of himself, Mr. Alt and Mr. Grimley. 
When it came toa final vote on the bill Mr. 
Casey voted against it, although it had not 
been altered a particle by amendment after

Judge Caldwell opened a big subject in 


this declaration, and one which, deeply 
concerns not only the employes of a rail- 
road but the whole people. He struck the 
root of some of the greatest wrongs and 
abuses that have crept into railroad man- 
agement and manipulation. The looting 
of railroads by overloading them with 
illegitimate obligations and useless prop- 
erties has been a prolific means of robbery 
and oppression. 

The case of the Union Pacific is,as Judge 
Caldwell says, a matter of history because 
of the enormity of the jobbery accom- 
plished through its manipulation, and be- 
cause of itsconnection with the Govern- 
ment.

DEMOCKATIC BARGAINS. 


Among the objections urged to the ap-

WHAT I8 THE TROUBLE. 


There is more reason to fear that the 
country is not only to be denied the sheaf 
of reform demanded by the people in 1890 
and 1892, but that the poor compromise 
represented by the amended Wilson bill 
will be snatched away. 

This is not to be the work of the Repub- 
licans, but of Democrats who, for petty 
factional reasons or for local interests, pro- 
pose to kill the measure outright or so 
transform it that reformers will be unable 
to distinguish it from the law it is designed 
to repeal.

The pay roll for the week closing yesterday 
amounts to $3,032.81. At the noon hour on 
Monday this amount in wages will be paid to 
528 men who have been given work on the 
Forest Park Lake during the past week. 

Including the amount of this pay roll the 
total amount now paid out to laborers for 
Fark Lake work reaches $21,173.11. 

This large sum has gone in wages to men 
who, but for the operation of the Fund plan, 
would have been out of employment and in 
need of money with which to procure the 
necessaries of life for themselves and their 
families, It has gone toward the relief of 
fully 8,000 laborers, upon whom were de- 
pendent also their helpless wives and chil- 
dren, making thereby about 15,000 needy per- 
sons who have been reached by the beneficent 
operation of the Lake Fund planof relief. 


It has saved these people from becoming ob- 
jects of charity, because it nas been pald as 
wages for work done, not given as alms. 

The Lake Employment Fund is fulfilling to 
the utmost the purpose fur which it was es- 
tablished. 

The auxiliary organization of the Lake 
Fund Lunch Association, in charge of the 
ladies of St. Louis, is also Carrying forward, 
Its noble work in conjunction with the fund. 
But this 7 mission isin need of supplies 
with which to prosecute its work to 
the close of the Lake Fund nder- 
taking. The ladies earnestly solicit all 
those who are interested in their work, and 
who have studied its practical operation, to 
come totheir assistancé. Contributions of 
money or supplies sent to the treasurer of 
the association, Mr. Julius J. Schotten, at 
No. 111 South Second street, will be grateful- 
ly accepted and acknowledged. 

Every one can help in this good work 
undertaken by the ladies of the ke Fund 
Lunch Association. Itis not necessary that 
individual donations should be large. The 
contribution of one pound of coffee from each 
helper, or one loaf of bread, or one 
pound of sausage, or one pound of 
sugar, would be good way of 
solving the difficulty. In its aggregate, such 
a system as this would fully cover the neces- 
sities ofthe occasion and soon relieve the 
ladies of all fear of being unable to carry out 
their work toits fullest extent.

PROFANITY PUNISHED. 


Numerous Persons Indicted and Finzed 
for Swearing in Public. 


West Pralxs, Mo., April 7.—The last 
Grand-jury of Baxter County, Ark., after 
nosing around, found and resurrected an old 
law making it a crimeto use profanity in 
public places, and onthe strength of it found 
indictments against a large numberof the 
citizens of Mountain Home and Baxter 
County.

The Court admonished the attorney to de- 
Sist from such a course, as it was the Court’s 
duty to uphold and maintain the laws as 
they were found tn the statutes.

EMPEROR WILLIAM AT POLA. 


Declares His Closest Amity With Emperor 
Francis Joseph. 

PoLA, Austria, April 7.—At the luncheon 
given in honor of Emperor William on board 
the Austrian frigate Radetzky, Arch-duke 
Carl Stephen toasted Emperor Willlam, who 
in reply proposed and drank the health of 
Emperor Francis Joseph. in the afternoon 
Emperor William dined atthe naval casino, 
wherein reply toa toast in his honor, he 


proposed the health of Admiral Sterneck. 
During his speech the Emperor expressed his 
cordial thanks forthe reception accorded to 
the German war ships which visited Austrian 
ports in 1890 and wisned prosperity to the 
Austrian navy whose activity and progress, 
he added, he had now become acquainted 
with. Continuing. Emperor William said: 

„Wherever Emperor Francis Joseph, my 
best friend, to whom I am united by the 
closest amity and truest brotherhood of 
arms, might summon the German fleet it 
would go fall steam ahead.’ 

Emperor William also drank the health of 
Emperor Francis Joseph and the Austrian 
navy. The toast was enthustasticaliy re- 
ceived, Previous to leaving Pola for Venice, 
Emperor William conferred the order of the 
Black Eagle upon Archduke Oar! Stephen 
and also bestowed other high orders upon 
several of the prominent Austrian naval of- 
ficers. 


THE EMPBROR AT VENICE. 

Venice, April 7.—Emperor William of Ger- 
many has arrived here on board the German 
warship Von Moltke. King Humbert went 
out to meet the Emperor. The monarchs 
remained in conversation for twenty min- 
utes, after which King Humbert left the Von 
Moltke and returned to the royal palace. The 
usual salutes were exchanged.

Emperor William landed and returned the 
visit of the King at the royal ‘palace.

ENGLISH SHIP BUILDING. 


How Americans Are Obtaining Informa: | 


tion on John Bull’s Big Vessels. 

LoxDoy, April 7.—The Engineer prints to- 
day a copy of a letter received from the 
United States, which declares that the Wash- 
ington Government is anxious to obtain in- 
formation about the new war ships being 
built for the British Government, as well as 
about the large commercial vessels which 
are w in course of construction. But, ac- 


cording to the letter, the representatives of 
the United States Government ‘‘go about it 
in such a quiet way that it is difficult to de- 
tect them. 

he letter then proceeds to detall how the 
Yarrow Ship Bullding Co. refused informa- 
tion concerning the new bdotlers intended for 
the famous torpedo Destroyer Havock to an 
American official, who thereupon, according 
to the letter, ent to work and within six 
weeks had the plans of everything the Yar- 
rows had ever made. 

It is further declared that Englishmen in 
America and Americans in England are sup- 
plying such information that even the lines 
of English yachts designed to compete for 
the America’s cup were in the hands of 
American designers before the American 
ship builders began to build the American 
cup defenders.

WASHINGTON, April 7. — Representative 
Lacey of Iowa has reported to the House 
from the Committee on Public Lands a pill 
having forits object the protection of the 
birds and animals in the Yellowstone Nation - 
al Park. In an accompanying report Mr. 
Lacey says in part: | 

„There has been for some years a great 
necessity foralawto punish crimes in the 
Yellowstone National Park. Many perpe- 
trators of various crimes have heretofore 
escaped all punishment for want of neces- 
sary legislation. 

The bill reported attaches the park to the 
judicial district of Wyoming and gives the 
criminal statutes of that State full force over 
the park. 

No laws to protect the birds and game in 
the park are now in force, and wanton and 
cruel slaughter of the buffalo and other wild 
animals in the park has been reported and 
the Secretary of the Interior has found him 
self powerless to prevent it. 

Out of the vast herds of millions of buffalo 
that a few years ago covered the piains of 
America,a few hundred only remain and 
they are now In the Yellowstone Park. 

One ofthe purposes of setting aside the 
park has been to preserve this little herd. A 
few days ago poachers entered the park and 
commenced the general slaughter of these 
animals, and, without any law to restrain 
them, they will continue at their pleasure,

TRI-MONTHLY REFORTS. 


. Broderick’s Resolution in the Inter- 
est of Pension- Seekers. 

Wa6SHINGTON, April 7,—Representative 
Broderick of Kansas has introduced in the 
House a resolution requiring attorneys and 
claim agents having offices in Washington, 
and who prosecute claims for pensions, to 
advise each of the claimants once every 
three months as to the condition of his or her 
claim, A preamble to the resolution recites 


that many attorneys and claim agents hav- 
ing offices and doing business here have s0- 
licitedapplications for pensions by circular 
letters and otherwise from soldlers and 
others supposed to be entitled thereto on the 

round that their business was located in 

jashington, where they could have ready 
access to the records and files of claims, that 
hundreds of thousands of claims have been 
secured by these representations together 
with a contract for the largest fee allowed by 
law for such services, and that it is truth- 
fully alleged by many claimants that some of 
these attorneys and agents neglect and re- 
fuse to assist in preparing evidence or give 
—9 information whatever relating to their 
claims. 


Corn for Brewing Purposes. 


WASHINGTON, April7.—John Mattes of Ne- 
braska, who is now representing the Agrical- 
tural Department in Europe, has transmitted 


to Secretary Mortona preliminary report on 
experiments made at the German brewing 
school at Worms, Germany, in utilizing corn 
for brewing purposes. 

He says that the experiments have been 
satisfactory and that the experts and the 
brewers consider the beer product as ofthe 
best quality. Satisfactory experiments have 
also been made in Denmark. 

Considerable interest is taken by the de- 
partment in the experiments, for if success- 
ful this country may export large quantities 
ofcornto Northern Europe. Agent Mattes 
has gone to Vienna to represent the depart- 
partment at the International Food Exposi- 
tion to be opened this mont. 


indian Supp ies Contracts. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 7.—Arrange- 
ments are being made at the Bureau of In- 
dian Affairs for the annual letting of con- 


tracts for furnishing supplies to Indian 
reservations. Bids will be opened at both of 
the warehouses in Chicago and New York. 
The dates have not yet been determined on, 
but itis probable thatthe work will be com- 
mencedin Chicago on May 15 and last two 
weeks there.”
